Excitement ran high on two 
or three ‘eccasions when mem- 
bers on the government side of 
the House rose to correct felee 
statements and misrepresenta- 
tions made by the CCF mem: 

The member from Banff- 
Cochrane hed his seat moved to

Hon. A. J. Hooke, in report- 
ing to the Legislature on thee 
work in his departments, d.u't 
extensively with the work of 
the Film Censorship Board. 
Thie independent board last 
year checked over 3,100 picture. 
They brought about 116 elimina 
tions (parts of pictures cut out) 
and refused two pictures, “Al 
lotment Wives" and “Decoy”. 
The Act governing censorship 
of- motion pictures hes been in 
effect for 20 years, but thers 
has not been any apparent rea- 
eon for ite rigid enforcement. 
35 mm. pictures have alwaye 
been censored, and most 15 mm 
films were educational films. 
What was happening was that 
when 35mm pictures were cen- 
sored the same film wae being 
chown in the'peovinee im the 16 
mm. sise. 

In dealing with housing Mr. 
Hooke pointed out material 
from dismantled military camps 
was being made available as 
quickly as possible according to 
a priority list where govern- 
ment departments came first, 
municipalities and school divi- 
sions second and veterans and 
businesses next. 

His report showed that fire 
insurance written by the govern 
ment had increased 33 percent 
during the past year and now 
totalled more than 81 million 
dollars. 

The same steady progress 
wae shown in the life insurance 
branch. 

Hon, C. E. Gerhart, in report 
ing on the department of mun’ 
cipal affairs, told the House the 
farming population was down 14 
percent last year while the pro- 
vincial population showed a 5 
percent increase. 

The use of electricity in th- 
province last year was up 25 
percent while tax collections 
generally were very high. 

The social service tax, a field 
which last year netted the gov- 
ernment over a million dollere 
is being returned to the munici- 
pal districts. This field may 
henceforth be used by the muni- 
cipalities to increase their ree 
venues, ' 

The minister, in dealing with 
the department of trade and in- 
dustry geve information which 
showed a very favorable indust- 
rial development and expansion 
Last yosr 66 new industries 
started in the province. This

Treatment for Cattle Grubs 
Ie Good Business 


Jt hee been conservatively 
estimated that the Werble Fly 
causes: an annual loss to cattle- 
men of $14,000,000, It is esti- 
mated ‘that the loss per anunu..

Warble damage, when market: 
ed at the stock yards, is about 
$5.00 per head. In addition to 
this there is the loss sustained 
by dairy herds and other range 
cattle. All this loss can be pre- 
vented if treatment of cattle is 
started now. The cost is only a 
few cents per head. 

Ninety six percen: -¢ slber-.. 
ranchers consider tre tment jor 
cattle grubs just as important 
as weaning, dehorning and 
branding. Cattle treatment is 
an easy and highly profitable 
practice, 

The backs of the cattle must 
be watched and when the open- 
ings or breathing holes of the 
cattle grub appar, treatment 
should start, repeated again 
in three weeks, and then repeat 
ed again in another three weeks 

A community wide warble fly 
campaign would do much _ to 
wards ridding the district of the 
pest, provided that all cattle are 
treated thoroughly. For the 
treatment of large herds a pow- 
er sprayer is practicall Small 
herds can be treated satisfact- 
orily by using a stiff brush and 


rubbing the solution well in, 


more than 1,000 people and has 
added much to the total provin- 
cial assessment.
